Needle sizes quoted 
are Metric: equivalent UK sizes are 
No 9 for 31 mm and No 7 for 4^ mm. 
6 buttons. 

Check your tension b> casting on 1 1 
stitches on No 4-2 mm needles. Work 1 5 
rows stocking stitch. Cast off. Lightly 
pressed the square should measure 2 in 
each way. 

This garment has been specially 
designed for the size given and it is 
regretted that no adaptations are avail- 
able. 

Abbreviations 

K — knit; P-purl; st-stitch; si --slip;

RIGHT FRONT 

With No 34 mm needles, cast on 30 sts 
and work in rib with moss stitch border 



as follows; 1st row — * KI, PI; rep 
from * to last 2 sts, K2. 2nd row — * Kl, 
PI: rep from * to last 4 sts, (P1,K1) 
tw ice. 

3rd row — (Buttonhole row), Kl, PI, 
vrn, P2tog, * KL PI : rep from * to last 
2 sts, K.2. 4th row -As 2nd. 5th to 12th 
row — Rep 1st and 2nd row's 4 times. 
Change to No 4A mm needles and work 
in stocking stitch with front panel as 
follow 1st row — (Kl, PI) twice, yon, 
sll, KL psso, KL K2tog, yrn. (PI, Kl ) 
tw ice. K to end. 

2nd row— KL P16, (Kl, PI) twice, P5, 
(PL Kl) twice. 3rd row — (Buttonhole 
row), KL PL yrn, P2tog, Kl, yfwd, 
slL K2tog, ps:'0, yfwd, Kl, (PL Kl) 
tw ice. K to end. 4th row- -As 2nd. 
Keeping continuity of panel and moss 
stitch border, continue thus working a 
buttonhole as before on every 12th 
row from previous buttonhole until 
4 buttonholes in all have been w^orked. 
Work 2 rows. 

Working a buttonhole as before on 
12 th row' from previous buttonhole, 
shape raglan as follows: 1st row — Cast 
olf 1 St, work to end. 2nd row — W'ork to 
last 3 sts, K2tog, KL 3rd row' — Kl, 
work to end. Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 8 
times more (20 sts). 

Next row — (Kl, PI ) 6 times, K to last 3 
sts, K2tog, KL Next row — Kl, P5, 
(Kl, PI) 6 times, KL Next row — 
(Buttonhole row), Kl, PL yrn, P2tog, 
( K 1, P 1 ) 4 times, K to last 3 sts, K2tog, 
KL 

Next row — Kl, P4, (Kl, PI) b times, 
KL Shape neck as follows: 1st row — 
Cast off 9 sts in moss stitch (I st on 



needle after cast off), Kl, PL K3, 
K2tog, KL 

2nd row— Kl, P3, (Kl, PI) twice. 3rd 
row— (PI, Kl) twice, Kl, K2tog, KL 
4th row— Kl, P2, (Kl, PI) twice. 5th 
row — (PI, Kl) twice, K2tog, KL 
6th row— (Kl, PO 3 times. 7th row— 
PI, Kl, PL K2tog, KL 8th row — Kl, 
P2, Kl, PL 9th row— PI, Kl, PL 
K2 tog. Work 19 rows moss stitch on 
these 4 sts. Cast oft'. 

LEFT FRONT 

With No 3f mm needles, cast on 30 sts 
and work in rib w'ith moss stitch border 
as follows: 1st row — K2, * PI, I^U 
rep from * to end. 2nd row' — (Kl, PI) 
twice, * PI, I^U i*ep from * to end. 3rd 
to 12th row— Rep 1st and 2nd rows 5 
times. 

Change to No mm needles and 
work in stocking stitch with front 
panel as follows: 1st row — K17, (Kl, 
P 1 ) twice, yon, si 1, K L psso, K 1 , K2tog, 
yrn, (PI, Kl ) tw'ice. 

2nd row— (Kl, PD twice, P5, (PI, Kl) 
twice, P to last st, KL 3rd row— K 17, 
(Kl, PI) twice, Kl, yfwd, sll, K2tog, 
psso, yfwd, Kl, (PL Kl ) twice. 

4th row — As 2nd. Rep these 4 rows 
until Left Front measures same as 
Right Front up to raglan shaping, 
working 1 row less. 

Shape raglan as follows: 1st row — Cast 
off 1 st, work to end. 2nd row — Work 
to last st, KL 3rd row — Kl, K2togtbl, 
work to end. Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 8 
times more, then 2nd row again (20 sts). 
Next row — Kl, K2togtbl, K to last 12 
sts, (PI, Kl) 6 times. Next row— (Kl, 
PI) 6 times, Kl, P to last st, KL Next 
row— Kl, K2togtbl, K to last 12 sts, 
(PI, Kl) 6 times. 

Shape neck as follows: 1st row — Cast 
off 9 sts in moss stitch (1 st on needle 
after cast off), Kl, PL Kl, P to last st, 
Kl. 2nd row— Kl, K2togtbl, K2, (Kl, 
PI) twice. 

3rd row — (PI, Kl) twice, P3, KL 4th 
row — -Kl, K2togtbl. Kl, (Kl, PI) 
twice. 5th row — (PL Kl) twice, P2, KL 
6th row— Kl, K2togtbl, (Kl, PI) twice. 
7th row — (PI, Kl) 3 times. 

8th row — Kl, K2togtbl, PL Kl, PL 
9th row— PI, KL P2, KL 10th row— 
K2tog, PI, Kl, PL Work 19 rows moss 
stitch on these 4 sts. Cast off. 

BACK 

With No 3i mm needles, cast on 55 sts 
and work 12 rows Kl, PI rib, rows on 
right side having a K2 at each end. 
Change to No 41 mm needles and work 
in stocking stitch as follows: 1st row — 
K. 2nd row — Kl, P to last st, KL Rep 
these 2 rows until Back matches Fronts 
at side edge, ending w'ith a P row 
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Shape raglans as follows: 1st and 2nd 
rows — Cast off 1 st, work to end. 3rd 
row — Kl, K2togtbl, K to last 3 sts, 
K2tog, Kl. 4th row— Kl, P to last st, 
Kl. Rep 3rd and 4th rows until 23 sts 
remain, ending with a 3rd row. 

Next row — Kl, P2tog, P to last 3 sts, 
P2togtbl, Kl. Next row' — As 3rd (19 
sts). Cast off. 

SLEEVES 

With No 3| mm needles, cast on 25 
sts and work 12 rows moss stitch (every 
row' K 1 , PI ; rep from * to last st, Kl ). 
Next row — K, inc 5 sts evenly across 
(30 sts). 

Change to No 41 mm needles and work 
in stocking stitch as on Back, starting 
with a P row, inc 1 st at each end of 



Pair No 3f mm Milward needles. 1 
spare No 3| mm needle. Needle size 
quoted is Metric: equivalent UK size 
is No 9 for 3| mm. 2 stitch-holders. 
3 buttons. 

Tension 

13 sts and 17 rows to 2 in measured 
over stocking stitch. 

Fornotes, abbreviations and how' to check 
your tension, see design page 2. 

BACK 

Cast on 67 sts and work 6 rows moss 
stitch (every row * Kl, PI; rep from 

* to last st, K 1 ). 

Work border as follows : 1 st row — ( K 1 , 
PI) twice, K to last 4 sts, (PI, Kl) 
twice. 2nd and alt rows — ( K 1 , P 1 ) twice, 
K 1 , P to last 5 sts, (Kl , PI ) twice, K 1 . 
3rd row— (Kl, PI) twice, K4, * P3, K3, 
rep from * to last 5 sts, (Kl, PI) twice 
Kl. 5th row— (Kl. PI) twice, K4, 

* yfw'd, sll, K2tog, psso, yfwd, K3; 
rep from * to last 5 sts, (Kl, PI) twice, 
Kl, 

7th, 9th and 11th rows — As 5th. 

13th row -As 3rd. 15th row — P5, 
K to last 5 sts, P5. 16th row — Kl, P to 
last st, Kl. 17th row— Kl, K2tog, K to 
last 3 sts, K2tog, Kl. 18th row — As 
16th. 

Continue in stocking stitch dec 1 st at 
each end of 3rd and every following 4th 
row until 57 sts remain. Work 5 rows. 



every following 6th row until there are 
40 sts. 

Continue on these sts until sleeve seam 
measures 6 in, ending w ith a P row. 
Shape raglan by working rows 1 to 4 
of raglan shaping as on Back, then rep 
3rd and 4th rows until 8 sts remain, 
ending with a 3rd row. 

Next row — Kl, P2tog, P2, P2togtbl, 
Kl. Next row — Kl, K2togtbl, K2tog, 
Kl. Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP 

Omitting ribbing, press following in- 
structions on the ball band. 

Using a flat seam, join raglan, side 
and sleeve seams. Neatly Join ends of 
Border and stitch in position. Press 
seams. Sew on buttons. 



** Shape raglans as follows: 1st row — 
Cast off 2 sts, K to end. 2nd row -Cast 
off 2 sts, P to last st, slip last st on 1st 
stitch-holder. 3rd row — K to last st, 
slip last st on 2nd stitch-holder. 4th 
row — P to last st, slip last st on 1st 
stitch-holder. 

Rep 3rd and 4th row's 16 times more.** 
Next row — Cast off 1 7 sts, slip last st on 
stitch-holder. Slip groups of 18 sts off 
stitch-holders on to lengths of yarn. 

RIGHT FRONT 

Cast on 37 sts and work as Back until 
13th row of Border has been worked. 
14th row — As 2nd. 15th row — (Kl, 
PI) twice, K to last 5 sts, P5. 16th 
row — Kl, P to last 5 sts, (Kl, PI) 
twice, K 1 . 

Keeping 5 sts in moss stitch at front 
edge and remaining sts in stocking 
stitch dec 1 st at side edge on next and 
following 4th row. Work 1 row. 

Next row — (Buttonhole row), Kl, PI, 
ym, P2tog, K to end. 

Continue dec I st as before at side 
edge on 2nd and every following 4th 
row' until 31 sts remain, at the same 
time working a buttonhole on 1 0th row' 
from previous buttonhole. Work 2 
rows, thus ending at side edge. 

Shape raglan as follows: 1st row — Cast 
off 2 sts, work to end. 2nd row' -Moss 
stitch 5, K to last st, slip last st on 
stitch-holder. 3rd row — P to last 5 sts, 
moss stitch 5. 



4th row — Kl, PI, yrn, P2tog, K to last 
st, slip last st on stitch-holder. 5th 
row— As 3rd. 6th row — (Kl, PI) twice, 
Kl, K2togtbl, K to last st, slip last st 
on stitch-holder. 

** Continue slipping last st on every 
alt row on to stitch-holder, at the same 
time dec 1 st inside moss stitch border 
on every 6th row from previous dec 
until 7 sts remain. Work 1 row.** 

Next row — (Kl, PI) twice, K2tog, slip 
remaining sts on to stitch-holder. 

Next row- (Kl, PI) twice, Kl. 
*** Leave 117 in of yarn hanging to 
complete border. Break yarn, slip sts on 
to a safety-pin. Slip sts from stitch- 
holder on to a length of yarn, 

LEFT FRONT 

Cast on 37 sts and work as for Back 
until 13th row of Border has been 
worked. 14th row — As 2nd. 15th 
row— P5, K to last 4 sts, (PI, Kl) 
twice. 16th row— (Kl, PI) twice, Kl, 
P to last st, Kl. 

Keeping continuity of moss stitch 
border dec 1 st at side edge on next 
and every following 4th row' until 31 
sts remain. Work 1 row . 

Shape raglan as follows: 1st row — Cast 
off 2 sts, K to last 4 sts, (PI , K I ) tw ice. 
2nd row — Moss stitch 5, P to last st, 
slip last st on stitch-holder. 

3rd row — K to last 4 sts, (PI , K 1 ) twice. 
4th and 5th rows — As 2nd and 3rd. 6th 
row — As 2nd. 7th row — K to last 7 sts. 
K2tog, (Kl, PI) twice, KL 8th row — 
As 2nd. 

Work as Right Front from ** to **. 
Next row — (Kl , PI) 3 times, slip last st 
on stitch-holder. Next row-^K2tog. 
(PI, Kl) twice. Complete as Right 
Front from *** to end. 

SLEEVES 

Cast on 27 sts and work 10 rows moss 
stitch. Next row — K3, (inc in next st, 
K2) 8 times (35 sts). Next row — Kl. P 
to last st, K 1 . 

Continue in stocking stitch, inc I st at 
each end of 3rd and every follow ing 6th 
row' until there are 45 sts. Continue on 
these sts until sleeve seam measures 5 
in, ending w ith a P row . 

Work as for Back from ** to ** (6 sts). 
Cast off 5 sts, slip last st on stitch- 
holder. Slip sts from stitch-holders on 
to lengths of yarn. 

LACED JOININGS 

Slip 18 sts from Right Front on to a 
needle, point facing 2 cast-off sts. Slip 
18 matching sts from sleeve edge on to 
another needle in the same way. 

Place these 2 needles side by side points 
together, using spare needle, join e iges 
as follows: Slip first st knitways from 
front needle on to spare needle, slip

Tension 

16 sts and 20 rows to 2 in measured 
over stocking stitch. 

Fornotes^ abbreviations and how to check 
your tension, see design page 2. 

SLEEVES 

Cast on 37 sts using two needle meth- 
od. Work picot hem as follows : — 
1st row — K. 2nd row — P. 3rd and 4th 
rows — As 1st and 2nd. 5th row — Kl, 

* yfwd, K2tog; rep from * to end. 6th 
row — P. 

7th to 10th row — Rep 1st and 2nd rows 
twice. 11th row — Make hem by knitting 
tog 1 st from needle and 1 loop from 
cast-on edge all across row. 

Work lace insertion as follows : 1st row 
— K. 2nd row — Kl, * yfwd, K2tog; 
rep from * to end. 3rd row — PI, * yrn, 
P2tog; rep from * to end. 4th row — 

♦ K2tog, yfwd ; rep from * to last st, K 1 . 
5th row — K. 6th row — K4, (inc in next 
st, K3) 7 times, inc in next st, K4 (45 
sts). 7th row — Kl, Pto last st, Kl. 
Continue in stocking stitch inc 1 st at 
each end on 5th and every following 



Rep from * * to * *. Cast off. 

LEFT BORDER 

With wrong side facing for 1st row, 
work across 5 sts as follows: Next row 
— (Kl, PI) twice, K tog the last st and 
one st from laced joining. Complete to 
match Right Border. 

TO MAKE UP 

Leaving moss stitch portions at side 
edge free, using a flat seam, join side 
and sleeve seams and cast-off sts at 
underarm. Neatly join borders at 
centre of back and stitch in position. 
Sew on buttons. 



6th row until there are 55 sts. Continue 
on these sts until sleeve seam measures 
in, ending with a P row . 

Next row — Kl, K2togtbl, K to last 3 
sts, K2tog, Kl. Next row — Kl, P to 
last st, Kl. Rep last 2 rows until 35 sts 
remain, ending with a dec row. Slip 
sts on to spare needle. 

FRONTS AND BACK 

(Worked in one piece up to division for 
armhole). 

Cast on 181 sts using two needle 
method. Work rows 1 to 1 1 of picot 
hem as on Sleeves. 

Work lace insertion as follows: 1st 
row — K. 2nd row — ^K6, * yfwd, K2tog; 
rep from * to last 5 sts, K5. 3r(trow — 
K5, PI, * yrn, P2tog; rep from * to last 
5 sts, K5. 4th row — K5, * K2tog, yfwd; 
rep from * to last 6 sts, K6. 

5th and 6th rows — K. 7th row — K5, P 
to last 5 sts, K5. 8th to 1 1th row— Rep 
6th and 7th rows twice. 12th row — K45, 
K2tog, K2, K2tog, K79, K2tog, K2, 
K2tog, K45. 

Keeping continuity of garter stitch 
borders, work 5 rows stocking stitch. 
Next row— K44, K2tog, K2, K2tog, 
K77, K2tog, K2, K2tog, K44. Work 5 
rows. 

Continue dec in this way on next and 



every following 6th row until 161 sts 
remain. Work 5 rows. 

Divide for Fronts and Back as follows :— 
Next row — K40, K2tog, Kl, turn and 
leave remaining sts on spare needle. 
Continue on first group of sts for Right 
Front as follows: Next row— Kl, P to 
last 5 sts, K5, 

Dec. I st at armhole edge on next and 
every alt row until 33 sts remain, end- 
ing with a dec row. Slip these sts on a 
length of yarn. 

With right side facing, rejoin yarn to 
remaining sts and work across n? X 15 
sts for Back as follows: Kl, K2togtbl, 
K69, K2tog, Kl, turn leaving re- 
maining sts on a length of yarn. 

Next row — Kl, P to last st, Kl. Con- 
tinue on this group of sts dec 1 st at 
each end as before on next and every 
following alt row until 55 sts remain, 
ending with a dec row. Slip these sts on 
a length of yarn. 

With right side facing, rejoin yarn to 
remaining group of sts for Left Front, 
1st row — Kl, K2togtbl, K to end. 2nd 
row — ^K5, P to last st, Kl. Rep these 2 
rows until 33 sts remain, ending with a 
dec row. 

Work yoke as follows: 1st row — 
(Wrong side), K across sts from Left 
Front, 35 from Sleeve, 55 from Back, 
35 from Sleeve and 33 from Right 
Front (191 sts). 

2nd row— K6, * yfwd, K2tog; rep from 

* to last 5 sts, K5. 3rd row — K5, PI, * 
yrn, P2tog; rep from * to last 5 sts, K2, 
yfwd, K2tog,Kl. 

4th row — ^K5, * K2tog, yfwd; rep from 

* to last 6 sts, K6. 5th and 6th rows— K. 
7th row — K5, P2, (P2tog, P5) 25 times, 
P2tog, P2,K5(165 sts). 

8th row — K. 9th row — K5, P to last 5 
sts, K5. 10th and 11th rows — As 8th 
and 9th. 

12th row — K. 13th row^ — K7, (K2tog, 
K4) 25 times, K2tog, K6 (139 sts). 

14th to 18th row — As 2nd to 6th. 19th 
row — K5, PI, (P2tog, P3) 25 times, 
P2tog, PI, K5 (113 sts). 20th to 24th 
row— As 8th to 12th. 

25th row — K5, (K2tog, K2) 25 times, 
K2tog, K6 (87 sts). 26th to 29th row— 
As 2nd to 5th. 30th row — K5, (K2tog, 
Kl) 25 times, K2tog, K5 (61 sts). 

31st row — P. 32nd to 37th row — As 1st 
to 6th row of picot hem on Sleeves. 
Next row — K. Next row^ — P. Cast ofiT. 

TO MAKE UP 

Using a flat seam, join raglans and 
sleeve seams. Fold hem at neck edge at 
row of holes to wrong side and slip hem 
loosely in position. Sew on buttons.
